In  the  early  morning  hours  of  Thursday,  January  26th,  2012  fire  took  a  special  little  girl  from  our  community.  A  7 -year-old  autistic  girl  died  in  a  mobile-home  fire  on  Amos  Baker  Road 
in  Sand  Gap  on  Thursday,  January  26th,  2012  after  escaping  her  mother’s  grasp  and  hiding  in  a  closet  in  her  bedroom  in  the  burning  structure,  according  to  a  fire  official.  The  girl,  Dora 
Brewer,  “was  scared  and  escaped  from  her  mother’s  arms”  as  the  mother  tried  to  get  Dora  out,  said  Lonnie  Madden,  chief  of  the  Sand  Gap  Volunteer  Fire  Department.  Flames  and  smoke 
kept  the  girl’s  mother  from  reaching  her,  Madden  said.  Dora  was  badly  burned  and  died  in  the  trailer,  officials  said.  The  fire  happened  early  Thursday  and  Firefighters  were  called  out  at 
4:40  a.m.,  Madden  said.  See  FIRE, page  A-3

ROSE  RESCHEDULED

On  January  30th,  2012  the  case  against  District  #3  Magis¬ 
trate  Doug  Rose,  46,  was  addressed  in  the  Eastern  District 
London  US  Court.  The  court  called  for  a  re-arraignment 
scheduled  for  February  29th,  2012.  According  to  the  U.S. 
District  Court  Clerks  Office  (Eastern  District  -  London), 
Rose  is  facing  charges  of  assaulting  /resisting/  impeding/ 
officer/employees.  Re-arraignment  is  used  when  there  is  a 
change  of  plea  and/or  a  change  in  the  charges. 

Rose  appeared  in  the  local  court  last  September  (2011) 
to  address  charges  of  4th  degree  Domestic  Violence  and 
Criminal  Trespass  after  he  allegedly  entered  Sand  Gap  Post 
Office,  the  workplace  of  his  wife,  and  assaulted  her.  Rose 
was  caught  on  video  throwing  soda  across  the  counter  onto 
his  wife,  then  jumping  across  the  counter,  pulling  his  wife’s 
hair  and  scratching  her.  Rose  was  arrested  as  he  left  the  post 
office. 

Two  earlier  arrests  in  Jackson  County  saw  Rose  charged 
with  Public  Intoxication/Controlled  Substance.  Rose  pled 
guilty  to  misdemeanor  charges  in  those  two  cases  and  was 
fined  $25  for  each  offense  plus  court  costs.  Misdemeanors 
are  relatively  minor  charges  and  do  not  disqualify  one  from 
holding  a  public  office.  However,  if  Rose  is  found  guilty 
of  a  felony  offense(s)  at  the  end  of  the  month  he  could  be 
removed  from  his  office  as  Magistrate.

Redistricting  is  required  and  mandatory  every  10  years 
to  conform  to  population  changes  in  the  U.S.  Census.  The 
Kentucky  General  Assembly  is  responsible  for  redistricting. 
Although  not  required  by  state  statute,  each  chamber  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  prepare  its  own  redistricting  plan.  These  plans  are 
then  proposed  as  bill  and  passed  like  ordinary  legislation.  As 
such,  the  Governor  of  Kentucky  may  veto  any  redistricting 
plan. 

Each  time  politics  seem  to  play  an  inherent  part  of  the  re-

Horse  Owners/Operators  Needed 
for  Kentucky  Equine  Survey 

A  looming  deadline  is  near  for  all  horsemen  in  Kentucky:  February  17.  This  is  the  last  day  when  Kentucky  horse  owners 
can  provide  their  name  and  contact  information  for  sample  surveys  that  will  estimate  the  number  of  horses  in  Kentucky  by 
county,  breed  and  use.  The  Kentucky  Equine  Survey  happens  this  year,  and  the  survey  team  hopes  to  receive  at  least  17,000 
names  and  addresses  for  the  survey. 

Kentucky  proclaims  itself  “Horse  Capital  of  the  World,”  yet  it  has  been  35  years  since  there  was  an  accurate  count  of  the 
total  number  of  equine  in  the  state.  All  horse,  pony,  mule,  and/or  donkey  owners  and  operators  in  the  state  are  urged  to 
participate  in  this  upcoming  survey. 

This  important  information  will  become  available  as  the  University  of  Kentucky,  University  of  Louisville,  Kentucky  Horse 
Council,  and  National  Agricultural  Statistics  Service  (NASS)  conduct  a  statewide  equine  study  beginning  in  the  summer  of 
2012.  Results  include  a  county-level  estimate  of  the  number  of  all  breeds  of  horses,  ponies,  donkeys,  and  mules,  and  their 
uses,  as  well  as  the  economic  impact  of  equine-related  activity  across  Kentucky. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  each  breed  and  discipline  is  accurately  represented,  NASS  needs  a  complete  list  of  horse  owners 
and  horse  operation  owners  across  the  state.  Horsemen  are  being  asked  to  help  build  this  list  by  sending  their  contact  in¬ 
formation  directly  to  NASS.  NASS  protects  this  data,  and  no  other  agency,  public  or  private,  can  access  any  individual’s 
information.  This  means  the  submitted  information  will  not  be  used  anywhere  else  or  shared  with  any  other  organization, 
including  those  leading  the  survey.  The  NASS  confidentiality  pledge  can  be  found  at  www.nass.usda.gov.

AGAIN,  THE  DEADLINE  FOR  THIS  INFORMATION  IS  FEBRUARY  17,  2012. 

With  everyone’s  help  and  participation,  we  will  know  by  early  2013  how  many  horses  there  are  in  Kentucky,  by  type,  use, 
and  county,  and  what  the  overall  economic  impact  is  to  the  Commonwealth.  This  information  will  be  used  to  strengthen  the 
industry  and  provide  a  benchmark  for  Kentucky’s  agricultural  economy  and  its  signature  equine  industry.

vehicle  exited  onto  the  right  shoulder  of  the  road,  the  opera¬ 
tor  overcorrected  and  crossed  the  center  line  striking  a  south¬ 
bound  maroon  2012  Chevy  Equinox  operated  by  Gregory  S 
Hackworth,  49  years  old  of  Irvine,  KY.

districting  process.  On  Thursday,  January  26th,  2012  House 
Republicans  filed  a  lawsuit  (privately  funded)  in  Franklin 
Circuit  Court  to  challenge  a  redrawing  of  state  House  dis¬ 
tricts  that  Gov.  Steve  Beshear  had  earlier  signed  into  law 
(January  20th,  2012).  On  Monday  a  Senate  Democrat,  Kathy 
Stein  of  Lexington,  was  also  allowed  to  intervene.  The  suit 
would  affect  House  Bill  1  in  its  entirety,  which  also  redrew 
boundaries  for  state  Senate  and  Supreme  Court  districts. 

The  lawsuit  claims  that  the  current  redistricting  law  is  un¬ 
constitutional  because  it  divides  more  counties  than  neces¬ 
sary.  The  House  plan  split  28  counties  and  246  precincts. 
However,  only  22  counties  have  populations  that  exceed  the 
roughly  43,000  people  that  each  district  must  contain.  A  GOP 
proposal  considered  and  rejected  would  have  split  24  coun¬ 
ties  and  10  precincts. 

The  lawsuit  also  contends  that  the  redistricting  law  violates 
the  constitutional  principle  of  “one  person,  one  vote.”  In  ad¬ 
dition  the  Republicans  also  noted  irregular  boundaries  in  the 
map.  For  example,  Jackson  County  and  McCreary  County 
are  connected  in  the  89th  district  by  a  jagged  strip  of  land  that 
bisects  Laurel  County. 

The  signature  filing  deadline  for  congressional  and  state 
legislative  candidates  is  January  31st,  2012.  Franklin  Circuit 
Judge  Phillip  Shepherd  indicated  in  a  hearing  on  Monday, 
January  30th,  2012  that  he  will  rule  by  Tuesday  afternoon 
(January  31st,  2012)  on  whether  or  not  to  delay  the  filing 
deadline  for  state  House  and  Senate  seats.  The  January  31 
deadline  for  filing  is  followed  by  a  May  22  primary. 

The  General  Assembly  has  already  delayed  the  filing  dead¬ 
line  for  congressional  races  a  week.  Lawmakers  have  been 
unable  to  agree  on  a  plan  to  redraw  Kentucky’s  six  districts 
for  the  U.S.  House. 

State  Representative  Marie  Rader  has  expressed  her  con¬ 
cerns  writing,  “Our  leadership  and  I  stood  ready  to  work  side 
by  side  with  those  across  the  aisle  to  draft  a  redistricting  plan 
that  would  be  fair  and  equitable  to  all  Kentuckians.  But  now 
their  actions  have  created  a  terse  and  contentious  atmosphere 
and  could  endanger  any  work  we  still  need  to  do  to  improve 
our  Commonwealth.”

ronmental  cleanup  and  education  in  38  counties  of  southern 
and  eastern  Kentucky.

Senator 


We  are  now  a  quarter  way 
through  session.  Bills  are 
flowing  through  the  com¬ 
mittee  process  and  arriving 
on  the  Senate  floor  for  con¬ 
sideration  before  the  entire 
chamber. 

Three  bills  won  passage 
this  week  and  will  now  head 
to  the  House  of  Representatives.  Senate  Bill  55  allows  for 
interstate  mutual  aid  agreements  among  first-responders  and 
other  emergency  response  personnel.  That  is  to  say,  that  if 
an  emergency  occurs  near  local  or  state  borders,  emergency 
personnel  can  respond  regardless  of  their  home  base. 

We  had  two  education  bills.  Senate  Bill  24  would  require 
children  to  be  5  years  old  prior  to  August  1  of  the  year  they 
begin  kindergarten.  The  measure  would,  however,  allow 
parents  to  petition  local  school  boards  for  early  admission. 
There  is  some  debate  whether  children  are  emotionally  ma¬ 
ture  enough  to  enter  kindergarten  when  school  begins  in 
August.  This  bill  adds  structure  so  that  parents  will  have 
guidelines  but  still  be  able  to  decide  for  their  own  children. 
Senate  Bill  64  is  a  bill  supported  by  the  School  Board  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  other  education  groups  to  increase  the  integrity 
of  the  assessment  testing  process.  It  would  make  it  unlaw¬ 
ful  for  any  school  employee  to  provide  any  assistance  either 
before  or  after,  in  terms  of  providing  or  altering  answers, 
to  students  during  the  assessment  testing  process.  The  vast 
majority  of  school  employees  are  dedicated  and  honest  but 
unfortunately,  we’ve  had  a  few  bad  actors  involved  in  modi¬ 
fying  test  scores  which  threatens  the  scores  of  all  of  our  kids. 
If  passed  by  the  House,  both  these  bills  would  take  effect 
during  the  2017-2018  school  year. 

Finally,  the  Senate,  working  with  the  House,  passed  a  bill 
to  extend  the  congressional  filing  deadline  until  February 
7th  in  light  of  ongoing  negotiations  between  the  House  and 
Senate. 

Next  week,  the  Governor’s  Budget  Director  will  be  ap¬ 
pearing  in  front  of  the  Senate  Appropriations  and  Revenue 
Committee  to  discuss  the  Governor’s  budget  proposal.  I 
have  concerns  that  even  though  the  state  faces  almost  a  bil¬ 
lion  dollar  shortfall,  the  Governor  proposed  $815  million  in 
additional  spending,  including  $372  million  in  existing  debt 
service. 

On  a  final  note,  I  am  now  the  primary  sponsor  of  Senate 
Bill  50  which  would  make  pseudoephedrine  prescription- 
only  in  order  to  cut  down  on  meth  labs.  This  is  similar  to  the 
bill  I  sponsored  last  year.  Senator  Tom  Jensen  took  the  lead 
during  this  session.  He  is  truly  passionate  about  the  issue. 
So  passionate,  that  when  a  few  media  started  to  question  his 
motives  because  at  some  point,  before  he  even  became  sena¬ 
tor,  he  represented  Operation  Unite  in  a  court  proceeding, 
Sen  Jensen  in  order  to  avoid  even  a  whisper  of  conflict  of 
interest,  voluntarily  withdrew  as  primary  sponsor.  Sen  Jen¬ 
sen  is  a  dedicated  public  servant  and  a  man  of  integrity.  I  am 
proud  to  call  him  my  friend.  He  will  continue  to  advocate  for 
the  bill  as  will  I.

From  the  front 


Dora’s  mother,  Mary  Miller,  and  Dora’s  older  sister,  Mar¬ 
gie  Woods,  escaped  with  Woods’  2-month-old  daughter, 
Brooklyn.  In  an  effort  to  save  the  baby  it  had  to  be  thrown 
from  the  burning  building  into  the  rain.  The  infant  was  giv¬ 
en  CPR  and  along  with  Woods  they  were  taken  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Kentucky  Chandler  Hospital.  The  baby  has  been 
released  but  Woods  still  remains  in  the  hospital  in  critical 
condition. 

State  police  were  investigating  the  cause  of  the  fire  and 
have  not  released  any  information.  The  family  heated  the 
small,  single- wide  mobile  home  with  a  wood  stove. 

The  fire  started  in  the  front  of  the  trailer,  where  the  living 
room  and  a  bedroom  were.  The  family  said  smoke  detectors 
woke  them  up,  Madden  said. 

Bobby  Byrd,  who  lives  next  door  in  a  camper  trailer,  was 
the  first  to  notify  the  emergency  responders.  By  the  time  he 
got  his  shoes  on  and  got  outside,  the  front  of  Miller’s  mobile 
home  was  engulfed  with  flames,  Byrd  said.  He  raced  down 
the  hill  in  his  pickup  to  a  nearby  convenience  store  on  U.S. 
421  to  call  911. 

Twenty-five  to  thirty  firefighters  from  three  departments 
responded  to  the  fire,  Madden  said,  but  it  was  too  late  to 
save  Dora.  Dora  was  a  special  little  girl  and  had  sensory 
processing  issues.  Williams  said  counselors  from  the  school 
district  and  Cumberland  River  Comprehensive  Care  came 
to  the  school  Thursday  to  help  students  and  staff  members. 
Staff  members  were  “really  crushed”  by  her  death,  Williams 
said.  Her  instructional  aide,  Dreama  Durham  said,  “Dora 
was  autistic  but  she  was  smart.”  Williams  assembled  stu¬ 
dents  one  grade  at  a  time  to  tell  them  Dora  had  died  and 
gave  them  a  chance  to  ask  questions.  As  one  little  girl  in 
kindergarten  left  the  assembly,  she  stopped  and  asked,  “Mr. 
Williams,  is  Dora  really  dead?”  “That  was  really  a  hard  mo¬ 
ment  for  me,”  Williams  said. 

Dora’s  funeral  was  held  on  Monday,  January  30th,  2012 
(see  obit  A-4).  The  community  has  taken  the  loss  of  this 
little  girl  very  hard.  Dakota  Durham,  JCHS  freshman,  has 
spearheaded  an  effort  to  bring  in  donations  by  creating  a 
Facebook  website  titled  “Help  Dora’s  Family!”.  This  ef¬ 
fort  has  generated  responses  from  across  the  country  with 
promises  for  help.  Approximately  $200  have  been  donated 
by  students  and  staff  at  the  JCHS.  The  Sand  Gap  Christian 
Church  has  donated  the  use  of  one  of  their  rooms  to  store 
goods  and  clothing.  Sand  Gap  Elementary  is  also  accepting 
donations.

Elihu  Lakes  and  Shelton  Harrison  were  also  deputies  and  may  have  been  in 
on  this  raid  if  they  served  with  Sheriff  Pence  at  this  time. 

The  other  people  in  the  picture  are  unknown  to  me.  Hopefully  someone  will 
recognize  or  know  them,  and  maybe  know  whose  still  it  was.

Remember  me  telling  you  how  fast  my  days 
would  pass  while  I  was  teaching?  I  would  start  the  day,  then 
it  was  lunchtime  and  a  few  blinks  later  it  would  be  time  to  put 
the  students  on  the  bus  and  another  day  had  passed.  We  have 
tasks  to  complete  and  things  to  accomplish,  but  we  laugh  our 
way  through  the  day  while  working  on  those  tasks.  I  even 
hung  out  a  load  of  wash  on  the  clothes  line  today!  I  haven't 
done  that  since  it  was  my  chore  as  a  teenager!  I  am  enjoying 
the  small  moments  and  I  am  learning  to  relax  more  each  day. 
While  we  were  riding  in  Jake's  truck,  Daddy  started  to  tell  a 
story  and  stopped  midstream  and  just  looked  out  the  window.

Jake  says  there  is  a  beautiful 
waterfall  he  wants  to  show  me  on  our  way  to  one  of  the  flea 
markets.  I  am  supposed  to  pack  us  a  lunch  to  take  with  us  so 
I  guess  I  will  have  to  figure  that  out  in  the  morning. 

It  is  warm  here,  so  I  am  just  wearing  pedal  pushers  and  a 
t-shirt  each  day.  I  am  starting  to  dose  off,  so  I  will  turn  in  for 
the  night.

Most  Kentucky  counties  are  reporting  a  decrease  in  un¬ 
employment. 

The  Kentucky  Office  of  Employment  and  Training  says 
114  counties  reported  that  jobless  rates  fell  from  December 
2010  to  December  2011 .  Six  counties  reported  an  increase  in 
unemployment  during  the  same  time  period. 

Woodford  County  had  the  lowest  unemployment  rate  at 
6.1  percent,  followed  by  Fayette  County  at  6.5  percent  and 
Boone  County  at  6.9  percent. 

Jackson  County  had  the  highest  jobless  rate  at  15 .2  percent, 
followed  by  Fulton  County  at  1 4 .9  percent  at  Magoffin  County 
at  14.4  percent. 

The  statistics  are  based  on  estimates  and  don't  include  people 
who  haven't  looked  for  a  job  in  the  last  four  weeks.

Generals  give  best  teams  in 
region  all  they  can  handle

Jackson  County  followed  up  what  was  perhaps  their  biggest 
win  so  far  this  season  against  Clinton  County  with  another 
win  against  Lynn  Camp.  Red-hot  shooting  by  the  Generals 
highlighted  this  win.  The  Generals  played  hard  and  put  up  91 
points  for  the  game  while  holding  their  opponent  to  65.  “It  was 
a  complete  team  effort.  Jacob  Hammons  and  Zach  Lawson 
shared  the  ball  well  with  teammates  combining  for  12  assists. 
Adam  Duncan  added  another  4  assists.  It  was  our  second  best 
assist  total  for  the  year  with  22  for  the  team,”  reported  Coach 
Parrett.  The  Generals  out  rebounded  their  opponent  26-24 
with  Tyler  Lunsford  and  Justin  Fox  leading  the  team  with  5 
rebounds  each.  Jacob  Hammons  followed  close  behind  with 
4  rebounds.  Tyler  Lunsford  and  Zach  Lawson  each  added  3 
steals  apiece  in  what  was  a  very  good  team  defensive  effort. 

Next  up  for  the  Generals  were  the  Knox  Central  Panthers 
(one  of  the  favorites  to  win  the  13th  Region).  “I  was  very 
proud  of  the  boys.  They  fought  hard.  The  defensive  effort 
was  tremendous  and  we  did  a  good  job  battling  a  much  big¬ 
ger  Knox  Central  team  on  the  boards  but  came  up  short  on 
the  score  board  by  a  score  of  44-42,”  reported  Coach  Parrett. 

On  Monday  night  the  Generals  played  their  third  game 
in  5  days  with  another  regional  contender  hosting  the  19-3 
Barbourville  Tigers.  The  Tigers  came  out  on  fire  hitting  nine 
3  pointers  in  the  first  half  to  take  a  fourteen  point  lead  to  the 
locker  room  at  halftime.  (The  Generals  trailed  in  the  first  half 
by  21  points  at  one  time)  Shawn  Rowland,  Tyler  Lunsford 
and  Seth  Bingham  came  off  the  bench  in  the  first  half  with 
good  defensive  pressure  and  provided  a  strong  presence  on 
the  backboards  to  help  the  Generals  close  the  gap  to  14  be¬ 
fore  the  half.

Ender’s  Game

Few  authors  are  bold  enough  to  write  a  story  as  serious,  dark,  or  complex  as  Orson  Scott 
Card’s  sci-fi  novel  Ender’s  Game.  Set  in  the  future  where  Earth  is  preparing  for  war  with  an 
alien  species  called  the  ’Buggers’ ,  the  Russian  Government  trains  children  that  show  promise 
both  physically  and  mentally  for  war.  After  watching  hundreds  of  children,  a  six  year  old  boy 
named  Ender  Wiggin  is  selected  to  be  Earth’s  one  hope  for  survival. 

Ender  is  separated  from  his  family  and  sent  into  space  to  attend  Battle  School.  While  aboard 
the  ship,  Ender  was  constantly  being  bullied  and  he  almost  beat  a  boy  to  death  during  the  trip. 
This  brought  Ender  praise  from  Commander  Graff  who  continually  singled  out  Ender  boast¬ 
ing  about  how  smart  Ender  was  compared  to  the  other  boys.  In  the  end,  this  leads  to  another 
physical  attack.  Ender  breaks  the  arm  of  one  of  his  attackers  and  is  yet  once  again  praised 
by  the  commander.  He  soon  realizes  that  Graff  shows  him  favoritism  on  purpose  so  the  other 
boys  would  resent  him. 

At  the  battle  school,  Ender  fears  that  he’s  becoming  like  his  older,  abusive  bother  Peter.  Peter 
had  hated  Ender  since  he  was  a  Third,  an  almost  illegal  child  due  to  the  population  laws,  and 
because  Ender  was  smarter  than  him.  The  next  day,  Ender  and  his  platoon  is  sent  to  a  zero-G 
chamber  to  fight  another  team.  Ender’s  natural  talent  moves  him  up  in  rank  faster  than  any  kid 
before  him.  This  accomplishment  earns  Ender  a  greenhorn  team,  isolation,  and  death  threats. 

Ender’s  game  is  an  exciting  tale  that  isn’t  afraid  to  hold  back  because  of  the  age  of  the 
protagonist.  Ender,  a  kid  that’s  been  denied  his  childhood,  is  easy  to  empathize  with  as  he  is 
pushed  to  his  limits.  The  other  characters  have  their  own  depth,  falling  between  the  good  and 
bad  category.  The  novel  can  be  enjoyed  by  anyone  that  is  a  fan  of  sci-fi  with  a  few  dark  twists.
